Palm er has tried to show that 
Donahue and two other defend­ 
ants, Sidney Griffith and Harry 
G r o b a n , 
thoroughly 
in­ 
vestigated legality of loan ap­ 
plications before they presented 
them to SERS. 
The three have been accused 
of bribing a fourth defendant, 
Jam es 
Lore, 
formerly 
in­ 
vestment officer for SERS, for 
his help in obtaining loans for 
their clients. 
Donahue, Griffith and Groban 
ran the loan-finding firms of 
Dee Gee Co. and Crofters Inc., 
and also used the name Regen­ 
cy Acceptance Corp. 
One of the m ajor points in \ 
the state’s case throughout the | 
trial has been that loans total­ 
ing $6.1 million made by SERS 
were not properly secured and 
that the defendants knew it.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s Pay Board has 
imposed on American workers 
a 5.5-per-cent general ceiling on 
yearly wage increases, bringing 
angry protests from organized 
labor. 
The Pay Board rejected by a 
10-5 vote Monday labor’s de­ 
mand for retroactive payment 
of negotiated pay boosts which 
were caught in the wage-price 
freeze, except in a handful of 
cases. 
“They 
have 
abrogated 
our 
contracts,” 
said 
President 
George Meany of the AFL-CIO. 
However, a federation spokes­ 
man said the AFL-CIO con­ 
vention, starting in Miami Nov. 
18, will decide whether the fed­ 
eration will cooperate. 
The board in fact bowed to 
labor’s other key demand, ap­ 
proval in full of deferred pay 
increases scheduled under un­ 
ion contracts already in effect. 
But it ruled that these raises 
are subject to challenge and 
possible rollback if found to be 
“ unreasonably 
inconsistent” 
with 
the 5.5-per-ccnt 
general 
standard. 
Asked whether the five labor 
members of the 15-man, labor- 
industry-public 
board 
would 
quit, Chairman George Boldt 
replied promptly: “ I am con­ 
fident they will not.” Ile got 
that 
impression, 
he 
added, 


from conversations with the la­ 
bor members. 
But an aggrieved union could 
take the Pay Board into court, 
and it seemed equally probable 
that the AFL-CIO leaders would 
ask Congress for relief.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
congressional flight for specific 
constitutional approval of pray­ 
er in public schools has been 
lost for this year but may be­ 
come an issue in the 1972 elec­ 
tions. 
The battle to offset a 1962 Su­ 
preme Court decision that the 
1st 
Amendment 
bars 
states 
from 
composing prayers 
for 
use in schools v/as lost in the 
House Monday. 
It got a majority, 240 to 
162, 
of 
the 
total 
votes cast 
but 
needed two-thirds for approval. 
Had it won in the House in its 
initial 
test in 
that 
body, 
it 
would have needed a two-thirds 
clearance by the 
Senate 
and 
ratification by 38 states before 
becoming a part of the 
Con­ 
stitution. 
Supporters of the amendment 
were unhappy but not surprised 
by 
the 
result. 
They 
blamed 
their defeat on absenteeism—29 
members didn’t vote—and on 
organized opposition from reli- 
ious and legal groups. 
Rep. John Buchanan, R*Ala., 
eleryman. said he hopes the 
Supreme Court, with its com­ 
plexion changed since 1962, will 
take another look and “restore 
the free exercise of religious 
freedom .” 
Rep. Chalmers P. Wylie, 
R- 
Ohio, who led the fight 
for a 
House 
showdown 
after 
the 
Judiciary Committee bottled up 
the resolution, said absenteeism 
hurt his cause. But he pre­ 
dicted 
that 
public 
demand 
would revive the amendment 
and the result would be differ­ 
ent the next time. 
A national organization called 
Citizens for Public Prayer pre­ 
dicted the prayer issue would 
be raised “ repeatedly and in­ 
sistently” in the 1972 elections. 
The resolution fell 28 votes 
short of the two-thirds needed. 
Supporting it were 102

and 
138 
Republicans. 
Against it were 136 Democrats 
and 26 Republicans.

would grant the 
FTC power to pass industry 
regulations with the force of 
law, subject to congressional 
veto; launch class-aetion suits 
to recover a deceived custom­ 
e r’s money; seek injunctions, 
and 
intervene 
in

con­ 
sumer disputes. 
The package goes far l»eyond 
the bits-and-pieces approach of 
past consumer legislation and 
would 
beef

FTC, 
branded as just a shade more 
than powerless by such critics 
as Ralph Nader, 
Sen. Roman Hruska R-Neb., 
criticized tile FTC powers as 
drastic1 and said they would

well as appeals filed by those 
indicted. On Aug. 26, 1970, the

$45,000

WASHINGTON (AP) - Mil­ 
lions of individual 
taxpayers 
will find their take-home pay 
dropping in January despite in­ 
come tax cuts if a $16-billion 
tax-reduetion bill approved by 
the Senate Finance Committee 
becomes law. 
In many cases a new with­ 
holding plan adopted by the 
panel will take away more than 
the tax cuts will yield, even 
though everyone will get some 
tax reduction. 
The withholding plan, recom­ 
mended by the Treasury De­ 
partm ent, is designed to elimi- 


n a t c 
underwithholding 
for 
many individuals. 
The principal groups which 
now m ust pay when filing re­ 
turns are persons earning $15,- 
000 or more a year, working 
m arried couples and individ­ 
uals with two or more jobs. 
What the new schedule will 
mean is that a taxpayer now in 
the underwithholding category 
will not have to fork over a 
large sum when he files his re­ 
turn for that year. 
It 
is 
estimated 
under­ 
withholding now totals at least 
$800 million a fcear. 
The House, in passing the ta* 


bill, voted to put the new plan 
to correct this into effect in two 
steps—in 1972 and 1973. 
But the Senate committee de­ 
cided Monday, by a 7-6 vote, to 
change to the new system in 
one step—to take effect in 1972. 
The Finance panel, in giving 
final approval to the tax bill, 
12-1, Monday, handed President 
Nixon a substantial victory. 
The measure contains prac­ 
tically all the benefits for indi­ 
viduals and business which the 
President has been counting on 
to boost the economy and pro­ 
duce new jobs. 
Democrats lost rn their tight 


to give additional relief to indi­ 
viduals but pledged to renew 
their efforts on the floor. 
The com m ittee’s bill contain­ 
ing $16 billion in reductions for 
the 1971-73 period is slightly 
larger 
than 
the $15.5-billion 
House version. 
The chief difference is in a 
provision added by the com­ 
mittee allowing many working 
couples apd all individuals to 
deduct up to $4,800 a year for 
child care and domestic help.

who was driving alongside the 
complex when the explosion oc- 
curred. “ I looked back and saw 
a big mushroom cloud going 
up.” 
Buoy, mayor of Moundsville, 
15 miles to the north, said the 
explosion lifted the back of his 
car from the highway. 
One unidentified company of­ 
ficial said damage would prob 
ably run at least $3 million and 
possibly as high as $5 million. 
The seriously injured 
men, 
Lewis Hopkins, 35, of Traia 
delphia, and Roger Snyder. 27, 
of Sistersville, were taken to 
Wheeling hospital. 
The complex, which manufac 
tures urethane chemicals for 
private industries, was immc

A mile and a half of W. Va. 2 
was closed nearly an hour as a 
precautionary measure and to 
clear the road of debris.

Crisis-Ridden U.N. Falling Prey To Nationalism? 


Editors 
Note—The 
United 
Nations, pledged to “live to­ 
gether in peace . . . as good 
neighbors.” is at a crossroads. 
What will be the impact as 
mainland China adds its coun­ 
sel to IIN, dliberations? An 
AP writer who has closely fol­ 
lowed the United Nations since 
its inception deals with these 
and other questions in this and 
two succeeding articles.

(AP) — To unite humanity in 
peace ... to banish war forever 


Twice in this century, each 
time from the rubble of mili­ 
tary destruction on a stupefying 
scale, the dream took shape in 
the mind of an American presi­ 
dent. 
Woodrow Wilson’s dream be­ 
came the League of Nations, 
but it died a lingering death, 
unmourned by its members. 
F r a n k l i n D. Roosevelt’s 
dream became the United Na­ 
tions. It now is 26 years old. 
Seldom in robust health, it has 
been 
infected 
by 
the 
same 
germ that did in the League. 
Conceivably, that same germ 
could kill it. 
Exhausted 
by the unprece­ 
dented carnage of what had 
been history’s bloodiest war, 41 
nations put flesh on the Wilso­ 
nian vision of world unity for 
peace. The League formed in 
1919 would grow to a m em ber­ 
ship of 63, but its glaring weak­ 
nesses would prove fatal. 
The 
United States, 
fearful 
and 
suspicious of 
the inter­ 


national leadership being thrust 
upon it, retreated behind an 
isolationist 
wall 
and 
never 
joined the organization its w ar­ 
time leader had inspired. The 
Soviet Union demanded entry 
in 
1934—only to 
become 
the 
first and only member to be ex­ 
pelled. because of the attack on 
Finland in 1939. The Japanese 
and Germans showed supreme 
contempt for the League’s ad­ 
monitions against their aggres­ 
sions. They walked out. 
By the time of World War II, 
the League was dead, though it 
was not given a decent burial 
until 1946 when it finally dis­ 
solved itself. It had been killed 
by 
the 
“ national 
interest” 
germ. 
The United Nations had its 
beginnings in January 1942, in 
a declaration of 26 allies. The 
principal aim then was to win 
the war against Germany, Italy 
and Japan. 
The same ideals as those of 
1919 brought 51 nations together 
in 1945 to form “ the United Na­ 
tions.” 
The aims of the charter writ­ 
ten at San Francisco were: to 
save 
succeeding 
generations 
from the scourage of war, reaf- 
irm faith in fundamental rights 
and the dignity of the human 
person, 
promote 
respect 
for 
treaty obligations, protect the 
rights of all nations, promote 
social progress. 
To make sure that great na­ 
tions would not have the will of 
small ones imposed upon them, 
five 
permanent 
memberships 
were created for an action-tak­ 
ing body, the Security Council. 
Each would have the power to 
veto any action.

the view of Secretary-General 
U Thant, a “hesitant, almost 
reluctant instrument of nations 
for world peace and unity.” At 
worst, in th eyes of American 
detractors, it is not worth the 
effort and should be boycotted. 
Throughout the quarter-cento­ 
ry of its life there have been 
wars of conquest, civil wars, 
conflicts without end. Freedoms 
have been crushed 
territories 
annexed, human rights mocked. 
The peacekeeping organization 
has been bypassed or ignored 
in crisis, crisis as big powers 
went their own ways. 
The story of the atoms-for- 
peace effort spotlights a major 
U.N. ailment. The organization 
can be only as strong as the 
superpowers 
are 
wiling 
to 
make it. 
“With 
some 
notable 
ex­ 
ceptions,” 
Thant 
bas 
said, 
been more preoccupied with us­ 
ing the U.N. as an instrument 
to promote their own national 
policies than as a new kind of 
organization in which the na­ 
tions in cooperation could forge 
the 
solution 
to 
world 
prob­ 
lems.” 
The organization had hardly 
been launched before it ran into 
the first of what would be an 
endless procession of crises. So­ 
viet troops had been in wartime 
occupation of Azerbaijan Prov­ 
ince in northern Iran They re­ 
fused to get out. A debate, in 
the Security Council produced 
the first Soviet walkout. But the 
council had provided a safety 
valve. The nations opted to talk 
rather 
than 
fight. 
Even 
the Russians withdrew and the 
crisis faded. 
But now the cold w ar was on. 
and it would overshadow all 
U.N. activities for years. 
Stalin attempted to take over 
West Berlin by his blockade of 
1948-49. The crisis was placed 
before the Security Council, but 
the 
United 
Nations 
was 
too 
slender a reed for the Western 
allies to lean upon. The block­ 
ade was broken by direct U.S. 
action in the form of a massive 
airlift. 
Still, once again the United 
Nations had provided a meeting 
place where contending super­ 
powers could talk rather than 
fight. 
The Russians walked out of 
the council again in January 
1950, protesting its failure to 
oust 
Chiang’s 
representatives 
after the Communists overran 
China. That was a Soviet tactic­ 
al blunder. Moscow still was 
boycotting the council that June 
when Communist North Korea

invaded the South. 
With the 
Russians 
absent, 
the council 
could 
vote 9-0 
to condemn 
North 
Korea. Military 
resis­ 
tance to the invasion, with the 
Americans bearing most of the 
burden, could be mounted un­ 
der a U.N. banner. 
But intervention under a U.N. 
shield took place only in the ab­ 
sence of a 
Security Council 
veto. 
Interventions thereafter would 
depend either upon the super­ 
powers’ 
agreeing 
upon 
the 
bypassing the council by means 
of General Assembly author­ 
ization. 
When 
a 
nation 
dis­ 
agreed with peacekeeping ef­ 
forts, 
such 
as those in 
the 
Middle East, Cyprus and the 
Congo, it refused to pay a 
share of the costs. The Soviet 
LTnion and its allies have done 
this; so has France. All this 
has helped to develop acute fi­ 
nancial trouble for the United 
Nations. 
For a quarter-century, since 
its attempt to partition Pales­ 
tine, the United Nations has 
struggled with the Middle East 
problem. 
Despite 
its 
efforts 
that cockpit of superpower con­ 
flict 
has 
seen 
three 
major 
shooting 
wars: 
a 
fourth 
is 
threatening now. The United 
Nations could act—as in 1956— 
only if the superpowers agreed 
the fighting should end. 
In 1967. U.N. action contrib­ 
uted to the start of the war. 
Egypt, 
in 
what 
seemed 
a 
propaganda gesture for home 
consumption, demanded remov­ 
al of U.N. buffer forces. The or­ 
ganization complied, probably 
to Egypt’s dismay. Israel there­ 


after humbled the Arabs in a 
six-day 
w ar 
whose 
backlash 
haunts the world organization 
up to today. 
The United Nations was help­ 
less when Soviet might crushed 
a 
Hungarian 
revolt 
against 
Russian domination in 1956 and 
again when Russian arm s suf­ 
focated a Czechoslovak reform 
movement in 1968. The organi­ 
zation could do nothing when 
Red China gobbled Tibet or 
when India seized Portuguese 
Goa 
The world organization could 
contribute to restoring peace 
between India and Pakistan in 
a 1965 clash because the super­ 
powers wanted that Asian dan­ 
ger averted. Now that threat is 
much alive again and the U.N. 
role has been limited to huma­ 
nitarian aspects involving the 
refugees. 
The world organization has 
been shut out throughout the 
history of the seemingly end­ 
less bloody conflict in Vietnam. 
It was bypassed in the case of 
the U.S. intervention in the Do­ 
minican Republic in 1965, al­ 
though that was given the look 
of a regional intervention under 
the banner of th? Organization 
of American States. 
The organization has had a 
better record on the economic 
and social side of the ledger 
where cold-war superpower pol­ 
itics was less likely to inter­ 
fere. But now with Red China 
coming 
in 
and 
new 
com­ 
plications emerging, activities 
in that sphere, whether suc­ 
cessful 
or 
not, 
will 
be 
in­ 
sufficient to insure the organi­ 
zation’s life. 


Few at the United Nations 
deny it has fallen far short of 
its stated ideals, and the secre­ 
tary-general, preparing to re­ 
tire next month, has left behind 
a solemn warning for the orga­ 
nization: “It will fail if govern­ 
ments scoff at it and continue 
to tread their isolated, divisive 
paths.” 
In other words, it seems to 
depend upon the superpowers.

regular 
army. 
There has been some increase 
in the Regional and Popular 
Forces but not substantial.” 
Five U.S. maneuver battal­ 
ions remain in the region, and 
four of these generally operate 
against the 33rd North Viet­ 
namese 
Regiment 
in 
Long 
Khanh Province. 
“Some parts of these U.S. 
units are almost going to have 
to stay here,” said one officer. 
“There have got to be some 
combat elements remaining as 
long as there are U.S. bases. 
“ But there will be a reduc­ 
tion in offensive operations by 
the U.S. forces, and more and 
more they will be restricted to 
manning the perim eters of the 
base. Even if they remain, the 
South 
Vietnamese 
may 
not 
leave them to use a great deal. 
The effort will be close-in se­ 
curity.” 
Some South Vietnamese field 
commanders 
are 
considering 
converting their forces in bor­ 
der camps into mobile units. 
‘ ‘ F r a n k l y , these border 
camps are a waste of manpow­ 
er,” said one U.S. field officer. 
“They cover a relatively small 
circle. The enemy goes around, 
and they don’t really deny infil­ 
tration.” 


If Vietnamization is to suc­ 
ceed, TJ.S. advisers say, that 
S o u t h 
Vietnamese 
regular 
forces must remain mobile and 
must conduct offensive border 
operations to keep North Viet­ 
namese regulars* from pushing 
into the interior of the 
country 
in strength. 
As 
allied 
forces 
withdraw 
from 
Vietnam, 
some 
South 
Vietnamese regular units are 
reverting to fixed areas of re­ 
sponsibility away from the bor­ 
ders. 
“ We’re trying like hell to pre­ 


vent this,” said one senior U.S. 
officer. “ We’re trying to make 
them understand they cannot 
afford to go back.” 
Another frequent problem is 
a lack of aggressiveness in pa­ 
trolling to keep key land supply 
routes open, which would cut 
down on the U.S. air support 
required. 


“The South Vietnamese face 
a relatively austere future in 
respect to American air sup­ 
port in South Vietnam,” said 
one officer. “They will get sup­ 
port for limited offensive oper­ 
ations into North Vietnamese 
base 
areas in Cambodia. But 
they will be required to keep 
their own land lines open.”

the House Sept. 25. That threw 
the issue into a conference 
committee. 
The 
committee, 
meeting 
since Sept. 28, failed last Fri­ 
day night to obtain enough sig­ 
natures to put a personal in­ 
come tax on the Senate floor. 
Senate majority leader Theo­ 
dore Gray, R-3 Piqua, ended 
the deadlock Friday, saying the 
conference committee had been 
instructed to prepare a sales 
tax bill. 
By agreement with Kurfess, 
the action switched back to the 
House, which has not yet voted 
on a sales tax. 
The Legislature has debated/ 
the sales tax increase versus a 
personal income tax for eight 
months. 
Gov. John Gilligan, in his bud­ 
get message of March 15, re­ 
quested $2.1 billion in new mon­ 
ey. It would have provided $1.8 
billion after a real estate prop­ 
erty tax reduction. 
The House gave Gilligan a 
scaled-down version of his re­ 
quest—$1.6 billion in new mon­ 
ey, with $1.2 billion remaining 
after the real estate reduction. 
The sales tax bill, as it goes 
before the House, will provide 
$381.9 million in new money 
over the $6.2 billion budget 
of 
Hie last biennium. 
It calls for 
a four to seven per cent person­ 
al income tax on corporations 
that would raise an 
estimated 
$293.8 
million 
through 
June 
30,1973. 
Although it provides a $30 
million 
homestead 
tax 
ex­ 
emption for the elderly during 
the last fiscal year of the bien­ 
nium, it would not finance a 
general real estate property tax 
cut. 
Its effective date, 
if passed 
’by both houses and signed by 
the governor, 
would be next 
Monday. 
The reason the sales tax bill 
goes to the House first, Levitt 
said, is that “it is very close to 
the bill that passed the Sen­ 
ate.” 
The main difference is that 
the conference committee bill 
extends the sales tax to six new 
areas—credit bureaus and col­
